J. W. Thorp, Stage Manager, states 


that the fire occurred iu thiswise: A 
drop was ignited from a -border light by 
some means inexplicable, as one was 
;uarded from the other. 
He immedi- 


ately directed the stage carpenter and 
two supernumeries to endeavor to ex- 
tinguish the flumcis, but the difficulty 
was to retich the part on fire. The 
stage carpenter, with supernumeries, 
essayed to

lowering the drop, and in so doing 
added fuel to the flumes. The scene, 
the last (in the play, embraced n ceiled 
apartment, and the instant the burning 
drop came in contact with the inflamma- 
ble ceiling it served to spread the exist- 
ing fliimes.. In a flush the entire prop- 
erties were in a bluze; the usual avennis 
of escape were thus summarily closed 
at the rear, and an exit, if at all possi- 
ble, had to be made by way of the -box 
entrance. All, except perhaps one or 
two, thus escaped. It is now believed 
thiit tho number of dead will be about

Yet 
the most has been done that wag pos- 
aihlo with meana at command, aud by 
substantially rebuilding souje of our old 
ships with durable material, nnd oorn; 
pletely repairing nnd refitting our moni- 
tor fleet, the navy has been gradually so 
brought up, thut though it does not 
maintain its relative position among the 
progressive navies of the world, it is now 
in a condition more powerful arid efftic- 
tive than it ever bus beon in the timti of 
pence. Tht! complete repairs of our live 
henvy ironclads are ouly delayed on no- 
couut of Ihe inmleqnauoy of tho appro- 
printious iviiule lust year for working the 
Bureaus of tho Department, which worn 
actually less in amount than those made 
before the war, notwithstanding the 
greatly enhanced price of labor nnd ran- 
terjjils aud the increase iu the cost ot the 
uattonnl service, growing out of the uni- 
versal u*e riucl great expense of steam.
